London, Sept. 8.— The Stars and 
Stripes was raised to-day with the Brit- 
ish Union .Tack and the Royal Standard 
on the marquee erected on Salisbury 
Plain during the inarch past of the 
troops at the end of the army man- 
oeuvres, us a compliment to Col. Alfred 
Bates, U. S. military attache, and Mr. 
Henry White, secretary of the CJ. i>. 
embassy, and Mrs. White, who went 
there by a special train with Lord Wol- 
seley, the commander-in-chief of the 
forces. Prince Christian, the Duke of 
Cbnnaught and other notables. The 
foreign military attaches seemed to be 
surprised at the sight of the American 
hag. 

London, Sept. 8. — A committee of the 
Anglo-American League, bended by its 
chairman, Mr. James Bryce, presented 
the U. S. ambassador to-day with an 
address congratulating him upon his ac- 
ceptance of the portfolio of secretary of 
state at Washington. The address ex- 
pressed regret at his departure from 
London, "where you have discharged the 
weighty and delicate duties of umbos 
sudor with such eminent tact, judgment 
and courtesy as to win the cordial ap- 
preciation and confidence of the British 
people." Continuing, the address says 
"It has been your fortune to represent 
your country here at a time of excep- 
tional interest when the war, now hap- 
pily ended, gave occasion for the expres- 
sion of the feelings of affection and sym- 
pathy towards the United Stales which 
the British people have long entertain- 
ed, but never before have they been so 
conspicuously manifested.

Wo rejoice to believe 
that in your countiy corresponding sen- 
timents are entertained and that a cor- 
responding principle is now largely ac- 
cepted. Knowing that no one holds these 
convictions more (irmly than yourself, or 
can express them in clearer or more 
I'elicitious terms, we gladly acknowledge 
the services you have rendered to both 
nations and eoasole ours'jives on your 
retirement by the reflection that you are 
called to duties in your own country, 
e* en wider in their scope, graver in 
their responsibility, and more important 
in the results they may secure." 

Mr, Bryce, during the course of the 
remarks which he made upon the oc- 
casion, dwelt, upon the "admiration for 
the splendid gifts and boundless energy 
Of the people of the United States, and 
the sympathy with the principles of 
their constitution," which have been ri| 
ening among the British people and 
which this year formed a sudden and 
hearty expression. He also said that he 
saw in the universality of these senti- 
ments here, and the fact that they were 
reciprocated by a large majority of Am- 
ericans, n happy augury, as he holier 
ed nothing could contribute more to the 
peace of the world and the welfare of 
both nations than the sense of essential 
unity of the two people." 

Col. Hay in reply referred to the grati- 
fication be experienced in hearing stieh 
■words from men qualified by experi- 
ence and character to speak for the Brit- 
ish with certainty, He added: "My 
voice has no such sanction as yours but 
I give that for what it. is worth, to 
assure you that your sentiments of kin- 
ship and ajnity are reciprocated to the 
utmost in my country." 

The Ambassador also snid flint his 
work in England had been made easy 
by the Instructions he had received from 
homo and by the frankness and fairness 
of Her Majesty's ministers and of all 
Englishmen he had come in connection 
with. He then said: "On both sides of 
the ocean, the conviction is almost uni- 
versal that a clear, cordial and friendly 
understanding between Great Britain 
and tlit? United States is n necessity of 
civilization. I shall bold myself 'sig- 
nally fortunate if I am able to do any- 
thing to continue and strengthen the re- 
lations of fraternal amity between our 
two nations." 



THE BRIDGE ACCIDENT, 

Xo Further Deaths From Tuesday's Dis- 
aster—Stories of Wonderful 
Escape. 

Cornwall, Sept. 8.— (Special)— All the 
wounded men are doing well and no 
more deaths are likely to result from 
Tuesday's disaster. 'The streets are full 
of men with bandaged heads, arms and 
hands. Stories of escapes abound. One 
man after coining to the surface attempt- 
ed to grasp a pile of wreckage but could 
r-.ot move bis una which proved to be 
broken. One trinn who went down in the 
crash with two companions close beside 
him escaped unhurt, while his compan- 
ions are both at the bottom of the river.

Moody, of Gloucester, which 
reached this port to-day. reports finding 
two bodies, supposed to have been those 
of victims of the Bourgogne disaster, 
off Sable Island. One body was that of 
a woman and was in a badly decomposed 
condition. The second body was that 
of n man of large proportions. and was 
dressed in corduroy clothes and heavy 
shoes. A book containing articles on 
religious subjects was found on the 
bodv with the name of Antone Jondaro 
written on the cover,

The special object in calling it 
was to enable Laurier, Cartwrigbt and 
Davies to explain to their colleagues 
what bad been done at Quebec, and the- 
views held by the Americun commission- 
ers on the various subjects of reference. 

The Free Press, a government organ, 
publishes a letter from Dawson, which, 
is a telling indictment of Mr. Sif ton's 
mismanagement in the Yukon. It says" 
Commissioner Walsh and the gold com- 
missioner got at loggerheads, tells how 
permits were unfairly issued, a woman 
being specially favored, and concludes 
by saying: " Now that the ring have 
had a falling out among themselves, the 
hard-working,' miner may get a show." 

It. C. Douglas, bridge and hydraulie 
engineer of the department of railways 
and canals, under instructions from Mr. 
Blair, leaves to-morrow for the scene of 
the Cornwall accident. Mr. Douglas 
will take with him a diving staff and 
apparatus from Laehine, and will make- 
a thorough investigation as to the cause- 
of the accident. The scene of the acci- 
dent is in American territory. 

Property owners to-day voted on a by- 
law to raise $425,000 for the purpose of 
constructing a main drain in the added 
portions of the city. A comparatively 
small vote was polled, and the by-law 
curried by a majority of 2117 votes. 

Fourteen hundred excursionists from 
Ottawa and Pontine counties visited the- 
cxperimental farm to-day. 



MANUSCRIPT SERMONS; 


A Toronto Layman Says They Make tha 
Methodist Church Unpopular, 

Toronto, Sept. 8.— (Special)— An inter- 
esting incident at the Methodist con- 
ference yesterday was the receipt of a 
petition from a Toronto layman asking 
that steps be taken to protect congrega- 
tions agninst the growing evil of manu- 
script preachers. The Methodist church,, 
he says, is losing its hold on people more 
from sermon reading tlian from any oth- 
er cause, the evil being specially notice- 
able during the past four years. 

FAST BICYCLISTS COMING. 

They Will Appear In the Chief Flnces of 
British Columbia, 

Winnipeg, Sept. 8.— (Special)— The 
speedy professional bicyclists, MeLeod,. 
Louglieed, McCarthy and Bouk will 
leave Winnipeg after the races on Sat- 
urday for the Pacific coast. They will 
attend meets at Brandon, Regina and 
Kamloops, then proceeding to Vancouver 
to race there, afterwards attending meets 
at New Westminster on October 6th and 
(1th, Wellington, Victoria, Seattle and 
Taeoma. They will be accompanied by 
trainers and managers. Good races are- 
assured, as MeLeod and Boake ride for 
the E. & D. company, while McCarthy 
and Louglieed represent the Gendron. 

Efforts will be made by Chief Consul 
Prescott to have the 10 and 2,"i mile Do- 
minion professional championships run 
off at Victoria and Vancouver. 

The riders were entered for the races 
at Montreal next Tuesday, but have can- 
celled the date. 



THE CZAR'S ENEMIES. 

Story of Another Attempt to Destroy 
the Ruler of Russia. 

New York, Sept. 8.— A World des- 
patch from London says: The report is 
published here of a daring plot to assass- 
inate the Czar at Moscow last week. 
The plan of the conspirators was to al- 
low gas to escape into a house on the 
route of the Czar's procession, until the 
atmosphere in every room was saturated. 
One member was to remain in the bouse 
to strike a light when the Czar was 
passing, in the expectation that the 
house would be blown to pieces nnd the 
Czar killed. The conspirator would per- 
ish himself as a sacrifice to the cause. 
This duty fell to the lot of one Alexander 
Kolanoff. In the agitation he seems to 
have made an error as the explosion was 
mistimed. When it occurred a staff olllc- 
er and his wife were driving past, and 
they, instead of the Czar, were killed. 
Their coachman will die of his injuries, 
and about thirty other persons were mora 
or less injured. Kolanoff's mangled body 
wns found among the ruins, the Czar 
and Czarina drove past twenty-five min- 
utes later. Many arrests have been 
made in. Moscow, but the Russian press 
has been forbidden to refer to the mat- 
ter.

lirltisli Troops Hastening From 
Malta to Avenge Massacre 
at Caudia. 



Eight Hundred Christians Have 
.Been Put to Death Including 
Many British Subjects. 



Loudon, Sept. 9.— The correspondent of 
the Times at Oandia telegraphed jester- 
day, saying: "It is estimated that no 
fewer than S00 Christiana have been 
massacred and the town pillaged by 
Bashi-BazouUs and Turkish soldiers. All 
reports agree us to the disgraceful be- 
havior of the Turkish troops, who were 
seen firing on Col. Iteid. The mob run 
through the streets, shouting 'Deadl to 
the English.' Part of the town is still 
burning. 

AthenB, Sept. 8.— The Asty says it 
learns from an authentic source that as 
. soon as the British troops arrive at Cun- 
dla from Malta, the Turkish garrison in 
Oandia will be expelled, martial law pro- 
claimed, and the ringleaders put on trial, 
According to a despatch from Caudia, 
Bent late this evening, the admrials of 
the ileets have decided to compel the dis 
arming of the Bushi-BassuUlis and the 
surrendering of the leaders of the dis 
crders. 

The foliuwing despatch, dated at 8 
o'clock this evening, has been received 
from Caudia: "The Bashi-Bazouks are 
•committing excesses, and the Christians 
in the surrounding districts are arming 
to march to the assistance of the Ciui- 
diaus. There are eight warships iu the 
. harbor, and a fresh bombardment is 
pected. The British, German and Span- 
ish consulates have been looted, und thus 
far 300 native Christians and 07 British 
■subjects have been killed" 

London, Sept. 8— The correspondent of 
the Times at Caudia, telegraphing 
Wednesday, fully confirms the earlier re- 
ports of the most serious events. He 
says: "Lieut. Haldad was killed and 
Lieut. Seagruve wounded. Soldiers 
pluckily carried Lieut, lialdad's body to 
the boat, under a hail of bullets. The 
telegraph olllce was repeatedly set oi 
lire, and the father of the telegraph su 
perintendent was killed. Worse is fear- 
ed. As to the fate of the majority of 
the Christians, 1 it is reported that only 
260 have been saved, out of 1,000. The 
►•ituation was extremely dillicult. The 
Turkish troops refused to aid the Brit- 
ish, who, being exceedingly few in the 
town, were soon overpowered. Forty 
wounded were attended to on the war- 
ships. Mohammedans are pillaging 
Candin. Edheui Pasha, the governor, 
declures the mob is uncontrollable. As 
this despatch goes, reinforcements are 
arriving on the Italian tlagship Fran- 
cesco Morosini." The same correspond- 
ent later says: " Kefugees are now 
coming on board the Camperdown, many 
of them wounded. They tell a tale of a 
groat massacre." 

The correspondent of the Standard, 
telegraphing from the British battleship 
Camperdown, off Caudia, says the refu- 
gees toil dreadful stories of massacre. 
They report that no fewer than TOO 
Christians are missing. Several attempts 
were made lust night to set on lire the 
otlice of the Eastern Telegruph Co. It 
lias been ascertained that all the houses 
overlooking the British camp were loop- 
holed for rifle lire and barricaded. Every 
Christian survivor of the massaere 
swears that the butchery was mostly the 
work of Turkish soldiers, who first rob 
bed and then slew their victims. Edheni 
Pasha is the one who ought to be held 
primarily responsible. 



HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS. 

American Commissioners Explain the 
Situation to the Nntives. 

Sun Francisco, Sept. S.— The follow- 
ing udviees are received from. Honolulu 
under date August olst: 

The congressional commission, with the 
exception of President. Bole, left for the 
other islands on August 212, and re- 
turned on August US, after visiting the 
principal towns of Mauri and Hawaii. 
The people of the islands seemed to ap- 
preciate the visit of the commission, 
which visit did much to enlighten the 
natives on the question of annexation. 
Gen. Merriiim says his orders are to 
held everything' at Honolulu until he 
hears from the government again. Ser- 
geant Onnond Fletcher, second United 
States Volunteer Engineers, died Aug. 
20 from rheumatism. He was for years 
county surveyor at Portland Oregon, 
About fifteen men of the Second regi- 
ment United States Volunteer Engineers 
will be sent back to San Francisco, hav- 
ing contracted climatic fever. 

The Honolulu stock exchange has been 
organized. 

The Chinese of the Hawaiian Islands 
presented a memorial to members of the 
congressional commission, asking that all 
Chinese who have become naturalized 
under the laws of Hawaii and all chil- 
dren horn in Hawaii, be permitted the 
rights of transit to and from all parts 
of the United States. The Chinese also 
Halted changes in the immigration laws, 
so as to permit importation of a limited 
number of laborers, clerks, women and 
children from China. 



STARTING BY THOUSANDS. 

Such tho Condition of Cubans Near 
Santiago — "Innnuiies " Down 
With Yellow Fever. 

Santiago de Cuba, Sept. 8.— Six cases 
of yellow fever have developed in Col. 
Sargent's Fifth regiment of immunes. 
The cases have been watched carefully 
for several days, and in the Opinion Of 
Col. Harvard, chief surgeon of the mili- 
tary department of Santiago, the diagno- 
sis is unmistakably correct. 

The destitution among Cubitus is still 
appalling. Gen. Wood issued 51,000 free 
rations yesterday. The capacity of the 
free supply depots is not great enough 
to meet the demand, and a t>ew one is 
to be established shortly. 

San Juan de Porto Pico, Sept. 8.— The 
Spanish evacuation commissioners seem 
disposed to delay the meeting of the 
commission. They sny their instructions 
have not yet arrived, but are expected on 
the Alfonso XIII. in the course of a few 
days. They intimate that even then 
they will need time to study them. The 
American commissioners have replied 
that the tirst meeting must occur before 
September 12, under the terms of the 
protocol. 



FRENCH SHORE DISPUTE 

Preparations For Its Submission to the 
British Royal Commissioners. 

St. John's, Nfld., Sept. S.— The British 
warships Cordelia, Pelican and Colum- 
bine, forming the squadron under Com- 
modore Bourke, and the French warships 
Rigault de Genouilly and Clocheterie, 
under Commodore La Pcgleriere, are ar- 
ranging for a reception to the royal com- 
missioners, due to arrive here from Eng- 
land on Suuduy, to enquire into th 
French shore question. Both commo 
dores have prepared to put the naval 
case as distinct from the case to be set 
up by the colonial authorities. 



THE WORLD MAY STAItVE. 

President of British Association Would 
Avoid This Calamity by a Nitro- 
gen Scheme. 

London, Sept. 8.— Sir Win. Crooks, 
president of the British Association, de- 
livered the annual address at the con- 
gress of that body at Bristol to-day. 
He reviewed the sources present and 
possible of wheat supplies and argued 
that by the most favorable calculation 
the supply could not keep pace with the 
needs beyond the year 1931, but starva- 
tion might be averted through the labora- 
tory if the problem of utilization of the 
-supply of nitrogen contained in the at- 
mosphere was solved. He estimated that 
fixed nitrogen of the value of 10,000,000 
pounds was wasted annually by dump 
ing the sewage of towns into the ocean 
While the store in the atmosphere was 
unlimited, the problem was how to util 
ize it. The stores of fixed nitrogen if 
Applied to the soil would raise the aver 
age wheat crop by from L to 2 bush 
«fls per acre, enabling the supply to meet 
the demand, Sir William was of the 
opinion that the solution of the problem 
would be the burning of the nitrogen in 
the air by a powerful electric current. 
Such a current might be obtained by 
utilizing Niagara Falls, and the fixed 
nitrogen thereby produced would cost 
ia per ton. 



SPAIN'S HOME TROUBLES. 

New Party Leader to the Fore and Sa- 
gasta's Perplexities Incrensed. 

Madrid, Sept. S. — General Polavieja's 
new party is assuming the greatest im- 
portance. His programme has met with 
the warm approval of the great news- 
papers, particularly El Impurcial and 151 
Nacionnle. El Naciouale until lately bad 
supported General Weyler, but it will 
rally now to General Polaviejas, who 
proposes re-organizntion from the finan- 
cial and present view points. 

It is understood that General Polavie- 
jas decided to organize a new party 
after several conferences with a high 
personage who, however, has not inter- 
ftrrerl in the formation of the party. 
His manifesto is now under considera- 
tion. If the military censor refuses to 
grant an exequatur the manifesto will 
be read in the chamber of deputies. The 
general conviction is that as soon as 
the treaty of peace is signed the Sa- 
glistn cabinet will resign and be replaced 
by either a Silvala or a Polaviejas min- 
istry. 

The speech of Count d'Almenns in the 
senate yesterday has greatly excited the 
military party whose hot espousal of the 
cause of their treaty mfwyp m mfw mm 
enuse of their Cuban comrades threat- 
ens to make trouble. 

Setior Sagasta said this evening: "The 
nomination of the pence commission is 
delayed because the commissioners 
ought to have the full confidence of the 
government but who can say who will 
be in power in a month hence."

Gold Dust Is Left Lying Around Carelessly 
In the Klondike. 



Much lias been written of the wonders 
of the Klondike gold fields, a correspondent 
writes, but practically nothing has been 
said of the almost phenomenal honesty 
of the miners. What amassed me most 
during my tirst few days in Dawson City 
was the reckless way hi which miners left 
thousands of pounds worth of gold exposed 
lu empty cabins and tents, as If Inviting 
the first comer to help himself, There 
were millions lying about without any one 
looking after them, and so far as one 
could see, they belonged to nobody. 

I explored many of these cabins during 
their owners' absence, und In the very first 
rnliln 1 entered I saw a dirty, tattered 
blanket carelessly thrown over two mucker 
kits. I lifted the blankets and found that 
the kits were almost full to the brim with 
gold dust and nuggets to the value of at 
least £5,000. The miner was out prospect- 
ing on Hear creek, and had no more 
anxiety about his pile than If It were safe- 
housed In the Itunlr of England. 
It was the same In nearly every cabin 1 
entered Cold greeted me everywhere. 
There were shelves full of oil-cans, meat 
fruit Jars, and buckskin and walrus 
bags packed with the precious metal, all 
unprotected 11s If they were full of po- 
tatoes. 

One Norwegian miner on Hunker creek 
ttl made a strong box of a pair of canvas 
overalls, I be legs of which ho bad sewn 
up. I lifted tho uncanny "safe," and found 
that It weighed a good 100 pounds, ever 
mince of which was vlrirln gold; anil til 
least value I could place on those dirt 
•ernl Is was £5,(100. 

There were live gallon oil enns full r 
cold carelessly pushed under the miners 
bunks, every one of which held a fortune, 
for which most men strove a lifetime. 

Out on Eldorado creek there Is a settle 
pent of miners who have 110 fewer than 
fourteen rich claims, and are washing out 
gold at tho rate of many thousands of 
pounds a week.

Mis object in doing 
60 is disclosed by Mr. Turner, who, in 
writing to Melnncs in reply for a de- 
mand for 'his resignation, tells the "Lieu- 
tenant-Governor • among other things 
"that, on .Tune 8th, T. B. McTtines. the 
Lieutenant-Governor's son and private 
secretary, told him (Turner) that the 
way out of the difficulty was to give 
W. W. B. Mclnnes, M.P., a cabinet pot 
sition when he (TV. W. B. Melnncs) 
would resign from parliament and bring 
over one or two opposition members to 
join Turner's party, and that TV. W. B. 
Mclnnes subsequently confirmed this 
proposition." The Governor replies to 
this by calling it an "impertinence" evi- 
dently under the impression that n sug- 
gestion of that kind should not be men- 
tioned. But we do not think that the 
Canadian parliament will regard Mr. 
Turner's disclosure of such disreputable 
t:icties on the part of the Governor as 
"impertinence." On the contrary, it 
should, nnd we believe will, insist on a 
thorough investigation of the whole 
t ran saction .— Hnli f ax Herald . 



HISGBACEFTJIj AC CUSA TI ON. 
The political situation in British Co- 
lumbia is about as degraded as it would 
he possible under representative institu- 
tions. Sir. Turner, the late premier, 
sr.ys he was not dismissed. He cer- 
tainly was asked for his resignation in 
terms which gave him no alternative and 
would have been followed by a very ig- 
Rominons dismissal bad he not sent it 
in with those of his colleagues. The 
course of the Lieutenant-Governor was 
very high-hnndeo. and could only bo war- 
ranted by the most outrageous condi- 
tions. Such conditions he alleges to have 
existed. He does not characterize the 
ccr.duct of bis ministers, but he alleges 
facts which amount to an accusation of 
a very barefaced attempt to swindle him 
out of his signature fo warrants for 
funds to spend in constituencies nbout 
to elect representatives. The acts of 
which these ex-ministers are accused are 
fit only for stage villains, and should 
they fail to disprove them must, con- 
demn the ex-ministers to obscurity or 
their province to ignominy for tolerating 
them. They, for their part, accuse the 
Lieutenant-Governor's family of the 
most corrupt overtures to them, back- 
ed, as they imply, by these threats of 
dismissal. This makes the mess dirtier 
One would hardly attach much import- 
Mice to any accusations which perso 
accused of attempted crimes of such 
definite sort as interleaving blanks and 
vetoed warrants in idles of innocent 
documents submitted for signature, 
might make against their Accuser. On 
the other hand, the accusation is not of 
•0 nature easy to disprove. It will de- 
pend largely on the reputation the Mi- 
inneses otherwise enjoy whether the peo- 
ple will believe these nasty accusations 
or not.— Montreal Witness.

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THE SEALING AWARD. 

Tho money awarded by the sealing 
commission and appropriated by the con- 
gress of the United States for the pay- 
ment of the losu?2 sustained by the 
.sealers from Illegal seizures, has been 
in the hands of the Dominion authorities 
for Home time, and there it: remains, 
without any definite 'time fixed for it 
distribution. Such i;-. formation as we 
possess on the subject leu'ds us to the 
conclusion that the whole blame for the 
delay rests at Ottawa, that is to say, 
the gentlemen in Victoria, who have 
had the care of the business for the 
gciveriunent, have done their duty in the 
premises fully and promptly. It is not 
easy to get at the exact facts, but, our 
information is to the effect that there is 
no good reason assigned why the 
.amounts should not have been paid sev- 
eral weeks ago. 

Seeing that many of the parties en- 
titled to compensation have been kept 
out of their money for years, it seems 
inexplicable that there should be any 
further delay in paying them. Some 
one has suggested that the reason of the 
delay is that Sir Louis Daviea does 
not want to do anything in the matter, 
pending the Quebec conference. There 
may be some microscopic connection be- 
tween the two, but it is not discernible 
to ordinary vision. Either the award 
made by the commission was equitable 
or it was not, but the time has passed 
to discuss this, for the money has been 
paid over by the United States, and 
to the average man it would appear that 
its retention by the Dominion govern- 
ment was rather a reflection upon the 
good faith of the sealers' claims than 
otherwise. Further compensation is to 
1)0 asked for on the ground that pelagic 
scaling will be stopped by international 
agreement, and when the time comes to 
settle the amount of such compensation, 
we fancy the United States commis- 
sioners will not lose sight of the fact 
that the Dominion government did not 
regard the claims of the sealers for ac- 
tual losses as sufficiently serious and 
pressing to call for the prompt pay- 
ment of the several amounts awarded to 
them. We do not suppose it will do any 
good to make representations of this 
nature through the press, but to remain 
silent under the injustice would be to 
condone it. 



BRITISH COLUMBIA IN FEDERAL 
POLITICS. 

Xo one need expect to form an inde- 
pendent party in British Columbia, 
far as tho federal parliament is c-on- 
- corned. The history of third parties in 
•all countries is unfavorable to further 
■experiments in that line. British Col 
umbians must recognize tho existence of 
the regular party lines, and seek to nc- 
•couiplish within them what they deem 
for tin' best advantage of the province. 
But when this has been said, all has not 
been said, for while it is true that the 
influence of British Columbia will be 
thrown with one or tho other of the 
great parties, every effort ought to be 
made to see that British Columbia's in- 
terests are kept to the front. 

There is abroad in this province a dis- 
tinct Coast spirit, and this ought to be 
asserted in the councils of both parties. 
This is not u sectional spirit in a narrow- 
sense of the word. It owes its exist- 
ence to the growing knowledge of the 
vast natural wealth of the province, end 
its commanding geographical position. 
The average resident of this province 
takes very little interest in the things 
"which distract public attention in the 
eastern portion of the Dominion; in 
other words, the personal side of tho poli- 
tical contest liardly appeals to them at 
ail. Nor arc they very much concerned 
over details of public administration. 
This disregard of details, the impatience 
manifested over the personalities and re- 
linings of party politicians may be, and 
we can well believe are, incomprehen- 
sible to eastern people, but they are 
Western characteristics. If any of the 
people from the Eastern provinces, who 
have been long enough on the ('oast to 
become westernized, will let their mem- 
ory run back to the political speeches 
■they used to hear ten, fifteen or twenty 
years ago, they will agree with the Colo- 
nist in saying that, from their new stand- 
point of looking at things, the matters 
dealt with in such detail, and often with 
witch fervid eloquence, seem now to have 
iiccn trivial. We are not claiming that 
tho Western way is the better way. Per- 
lmps it is not, but it is the Western way, 
and must be reckoned with. We do not 
want penny politics any more titan wo 
want penny currency. 

Hitherto the part played by British 
Columbia in the federal arena lias not 
been conspicuous. The reference is not 
to the gentlemen who have from time to 
time represented this province. They 
average about as well as members of 
parliament generally, and we do not 
l;iiow but that they hare been better 
thai) the majority. Nevertheless, it is 
•only too true that, no matter to whish 
party our representatives have belonged, 
(hey have, as a rule, boon party men 
first and British Columbians afterwards. 
We do not say that thoro have not boon 
•conspicuous occasions when this rule has 
been broken. Neither do we wish to be 
understood as complaining. For years 
after the union, this province was re- 



garded in the East in tho light of a poor 
relation, who had managed to mhke it- 
self considerable of a nuisance and bur- 
den. The assent of the East to the 
entrance of British Columbia into con- 
federation was given with BOine hesita- 
tion, and more as a recognition of the 
idea, for which Sir John Macdomild 
stood, than because' of any special ad- 
vantage that was expected from it. We 
did not call it imperialism in those days, 
but that was what inspired the great 
Conservative chieftain, and that was 
what the people of Canada listened to 
when they agreed to the terms of union. 
For the representatives of the province 
in the early days of confederation to 
have started out with a British Columbia 
programme would have been to invite 
tidieule. Two years after the union 
the Mackenzie regime began, and, with 
all deference to that very excellent gen- 
tleman, it, cannot be claimed that either 
by precept or example did he contribute 
to the fostering of progressive principles 
The fust great event bearing upon the 
relations of the province to the Dominion 
was the constiuction of the Canadian 
Pacific Ruihvay, and while this wis in 
progress it would have been folly to 
have attempted to press claims, even if 
their real nature anil magnitude had 
been then understood, anil they were 
not. It is only within the last few 
years that the influence of the construc- 
tion of this railway upon any claim 
made on behalf of this province lias be- 
gun to pass away. it is only within the 
past four or five years that the infinite 
capabilities of the province and its in 
calculable value to the Dominion have 
been tit all generally appreciated. Now 
nearly everyone in Canada is beginning 
to understand the truth of what the pro 
vincial pioneers used to pour into in 
credulous ears eight or ten years ago 
Thus (lie hour has come when a new de 
part lire can be made with advantage, 
and when the people of the province can, 
witli good hope of success, insist upon 
the recognition by their party of the 
claims of British Columbia', 

What is the nature of those claim 
la brief, they are that the Dominion 
shall recognize I he need of a policy of 
development being inaugurated on the 
Pacific Coast of Canada. In advancing 
this idea, there should not be hostility, 
but only rivalry, between Conservatives 
and Liberals. If is not a sectional idea 
at till, because, if it is to be a success, 
the whole Dominion must directly bene- 
fit by it. A prominent United States 
business man said recently to tin; Colo- 
nist that he found in New York the 
greatest faitli in the future of the Pacific 
Coast of the- United States, and he cited 
the manager of one of the largest finan- 
cial institutions in the country for the 
statement that capital would soon begin 
to flow westward in an unprecedented 
flood. The reason is that tho acquisi- 
tion of Hawaii and the Philippines has 
given the Americans new interest in the 
Pacific and the Orient. Hut if such a 
stimulus exists for business development 
in the United State, a far greater one 
awaits the grasp of Canada. The vast 
interests which Great Britain is acquir- 
ing in China far surpass anything 

which our neighbors have gained as the 
result of the war with Spain, and if the 
Pacific Coast of the United States will 
advance because of the new develop- 
ment of the Orient, much more should 
the Pacific Const of Canada — tha I is 
British Columbia— benefit in an unprece- 
dented degree from the same cause. In 
view nf tliis, and of the vast resources 
within the province awaiting the touch 
of capital and enterprise, we feel that we 
voire the interests of Canada, as well 
as those of this province, when we say 
that the time has come when both Brit- 
ish Columbia Conservatives and British 
Columbia Liberals should eeaso to be 
mere appendages to their several parties, 
and should devote their best energies to 
making British Columbia development a 
salient feature- in the policy of the Do- 
minion hereafter, no matter what party 
may be in power. 



BRITAIN AND GERMANY. 

The Anglo-German agreement is a far- 
reaching affair. Read hastily, the im- 
pression is created that Great Britain 
got by very much the better of the bar- 
gain, lnit if is probably a far fiom one- 
sided arrangement. The alleged agree- 
ment by Croat: Britain to support Cer- 
many in any understanding that may be 
reached with the Sultan, is by no means 
the least important part, of the treaty. 
The Colonist pointed out some days ago 
that, steady, though unobtrusive, steps 
were being taken by Germnny to colo- 
nize the sea-coast of Turkey. Later in- 
formation is that the colonists are doing 
exceedingly well. The desire of the 
Kaiser to convert Asia Minor and Syria 
into German provinces is only very thin- 
ly disguised. We think, however, that 
we see in the carrying out of this plan 
one dangerous point. Germany lias no 
reaport on the Mediterranean, being cut 
off from it by the Tyrol, belonging to 
Austria, nnd Venetia, belonging to Italy. 
It would seem to be almost inevitable 
that, if Germany is to hnve colonies in 
Turkey nnd Syria, she will not be con- 
tent to nave to go by the long route via 
Gibraltar to reach them. Is it to lie 
understood that, as far as Great Britain 
is concerned, the Kaiser is to have a free 
hand in securing an outlet to the Med- 
iterranean V This seems to us to bo the 
most serious part of the arrangement, 
regarded from a political standpoint. 

The recognition 'by Germany of British 
supremacy in South Africa leaves the 
Transvaal without a champion in its 
efforts to thwart those plans which the 
best friends of that interesting portion 
of the globe are endeavoring to carry 
out. The Transvaal, with its so-cnllcd 
republican form of government, is an 
anachronism. German support in the 



coining revision of the international 
agreement us to Egypt will be of great 
value, and will doubtless facilitate the 
permanent establishment of Britain 
there. The co-operation of the two 
countries in China will have tho effect 
of restraining Russian pretensions, and 
will doubtless save the ancient empire 
from dismemberment. From whatever 
aspect the agreement is regarded, its 
great importance will be recognized. 

A SECTIONAL CRY. 

Following its usual sectional tactics, 
the Vancouver Province is endeavoring 
to make it appear that tho late Conser- 
vative convention wits intended specially 
to promote certain Victoria interests. 
The Province knows perfectly well that 
this is not true, but: its purpose at the 
present time seems, from its point of 
view, to be best served by creating an 
impression that the Conservatives of this 
city have hove imaginary deep-laid plot 
directed against, Vancouver, The idea 
of course is to create a local feeling, 
which may be of service to the Hon. 
Joseph Martin in the forthcoming elec- 
tion. There is, it is said, an intention 
on the part of some Vancouver people 
to put iii> a candidate against Mr. Mar- 
tin, but the movement neither originated 
in Victoria nor does it receive any spec- 
ial backing here. If Mr. Martin can 
be defeated, there will nol be many 
tears shed in Victoria on either side of 
polities, nnd then? is a more or less defin- 
ed rumor that even his colleagues in the 
cabinet would bear his hiss with Chris- 
tian fortitude, lint: with all this Vic- 
toria has nothing to do, and its interest 
in the election is quite apart, from any 
local sentiment. 

As far as the convention itself is con- 
cerned, no one who wns present requires 
to be told that if one thing distinguished 
it more than another, it was the entire 
lack of sectional feeling. The delegates 
were animated by a single object, name- 
ly, to put their parly on the best pos- 
sible footing—to organize for victory— 
and the work was well clone. If it: suits 
the purpose of the Province to keep 
harping upon the string, which it, lias 
twanged persistently during its short 
existence as a daily publication, and 
drag in sectionalism, there is no help 
for it, but there is some satisfaction in 
knowing that its case is so extremely at- 
tenuated that any one can see through 
it. and hence that no one will be de- 
ceived. 

A TERRIBLE SCANDAL. 

The mortality among United States 
soldiers at the present time is enormous. 
All accounts agree, the only difference 
being that each one is worse than those 
preceding it. Not only are the men dying 
in Cuba, but in the camps throughout 
the United States. Even down at San 
Francisco the death rate is startling. 
To read of the disregard of the com- 
monest sanitary precautions is bad 
enough, but the instances of the gross- 
est neglect of the sick and wounded are 
apalling. This was particularly con- 
spicuous at Santiago, where tin.- arrange- 
ments for the care of the wounded were 
infamous. Men were allowed to lie for 
hours, nnd sometimes for a whole day, 
in alternate rain and sunshine, without 
so much as n drink of water." There 
were live surgeons to look after hund- 
reds of sufferers, and though the doc- 
tors heroically did their duty, they were 
compelled to sec, without, being able to 
alleviate it, all manner of needless suf- 
fering. This was not because assist- 
ance was not offered. The Red Cross 
society came to the front with offers 
of aid, but the surgeon-general refused 
them on the ground that, he wanted no 
women around, lied Cross nurses actu- 
ally went to the hospitals, where- men 
we're awaiting in pain the attention, 
which the physicians could not give ow- 
ing to the number of cases in hand, 
and when they offered to assist the sur- 
geons, their offer was refused, because 
the officer commanding said he could not 
go contrary to the directions of his su- 
perior. Then the nurses set up their 
own tent, and cured for those men who 
found their way to it. There was inade- 
quate shelter for the wounded, and no 
proper food. Bacon, bonus and hard- 
tack was all the commissariat had for 
men in the weakest physical condition. 
But this was not confined to Santiago, 
for one correspondent, writing from a 
camp on the Atlantic coast, says thai 
although hundreds of men were suffering 
fiom dysentery, there was nothing for 
them to eat but tho above articles. 

Of course (he people of the United 
States are aroused to a higli pitch of 
indignation over the shameless negleit 
of the soldiers. The most scathing de- 
nunciations are published of those who 
are responsible for the fact, that the 
brave men, who volunteered to defend 
their country's flag, are in greater dan- 
ger, now that, peace exists, than they 
were when exposed to the bullets of th? 
ei.emy. Probably in the last century 
there has not, been a blacker story of 
neglect given to the world than can lie 
found in tiny of the leading papers of 
the United States, which deal with this 
ma t tor. 



The Monetary Times thinks that the 
accusation against the Turner ministry 
based upon the so-called blank warrants 
will not bear investigation. We quote 
what our contemporary says, which is 
valuable chiefly because it shows how a 
dispassionate observer looks at the mat- 
ter: ''This is intended to ho a very seri- 
ous accusation, but it will scarcely bear 
investigation. Each warrant ns much 
requires to be signed separately, as each 
bank check, each hank note, each deed 
of land, or any other important, instru- 
ment. On receiving a collection of war- 
rants, it would he the duty of the gov- 
ernor to sign them, if ot all, separately; 
nnd any blank ones that had got in 
innocently, which is quite conceivable, 
or were put in with nn intent to prac- 
tice a fraud on the representative of the 
Crown, which is also possible, barely

LOOKS LIKE BUSINESS. 

West Coast Mines Being Developed by 
American Capitalists. 

A gentleman, who is probably as well 
posted as any man in the province in 
regard to th,. mining districts, made the 
prophecy yesterday that within a few 
mouths there would bo a mine on the 
West Const of Vancouver island that 
would rival the famous Le Rol mine, of 
liossland. He bad reference to what is 
known as Hayes' property, on Alherni 
canal. Mr. Hayes and liis associates 
have the necessary capital to thoroughly 
develop the property, and they are doing 
so. They have gone in over 150 feet, 
and have struck some splendid copper- 
gold ore, the assays obtained being 
highly satisfactory, The development 
of this mine will establish the value of 
the many other West Const properties, 
and will assuredly bring a large amount 
of outside capital into the country. 

There are several other properties 
being worked along the Coast by capital- 
ists from across the bonier, and as evi- 
dence of their satisfaction with the 
properties obtained by them, are mak- 
ing the final payments nailer their bonds. 
One syndicate alone is said to be about 
to make a final payment of £20,000 for 
a group of claims which they bonded 
some time ago, making a deposit of but 
$1,600 as a guarantee of good faith. The 
property must be pretty good to warrant 
this.

This Time From Winnipeg.— Once 
again the telegraph has been called into 
service to give the world the news that 
Andree is reported to have been heard 
from. 'This time it is the Winnipeg cor- 
respondent of the Chicago Times-Herald 
who sends out the news, his information 
being that Indians on the northern 
shores of Hudson's bay, coining nut by 
way of Dauphin, tell of seeing a strange 
white man descend from the clouds in 
the neighborhood of their far northern 
camping place. This report, although 
it is at. least more rational than some of 
the others that have been put iu circula- 
tion, does not harmonize at all with the 
word from Tromsoe, Norway, to which 
point Walter Wcllmun and the members 
of his expedition returned from Green- 
land on August 30, having landed their 
parties at Cape TogetholT. While the 
Wellman people were returning they fell 
in with Dr. A. (i. Notherst's Franz Jos- 
eph's Land expedition at Koenigskanr 
island, and were informed that all 
search for Andree had proved futile, 
and his death was now accepted as a 
certainty. 



Bonanza Maekay's Views.— Speaking 
lo a Winnipeg newspaper man about this 
Western country in general, anil British 
Columbia in particular, .1. \V. Mnckay, 
the Bonanza King of California, said re- 
cently: "Some of my friends have in- 
vested largely in the Itossland district, 
and I am interested in the success of 
my friends' enterprises. Then' is any 
amount of gold and silver in those moun- 
tains. The mining industry will never 
cease, not even for a thousand and one 
years. British Columbia is a very rich 
district, as rich us any, I believe, in the 
world. And that is saying considerable. 
A few years ago I was strolling with 
friends in Virginia City, Nevada. My 
friends were looking down a smoking 
cavity in the ground, whose bottom, was 
soon lost in the darkness, ami at the 
mouth of which a wiadlass was slowly 
grinding. When I came up to them, 1 
said, casually, 'Out of that hole I took 
$150,000,000.' It was one of the famous 
Bonanza mines, and was a ' kidney ' or 
'pocket' of crude ore about :is high as the 
steeple of Trinity church, New York, and 
iu area as large as the city hall park 
of your city. Your western province 
has a great future," continued Mr. Mac- 
liny, "but 1 do not know Of any laws in 
mining the application of which would 
lead to the discovery or other bodies of 
like the one I mentioned. Nature 
hud, in a prodigal mood, buried this 
kidney' in tin; Xevadas. and perhaps 
die may not have been less niggardly in 
British Columbia. But there is no law 
in mining but the point of the pick." 



Young Toughs.— A lot of small boys 
who congregate on Broad street, oppo- 
site the Messenger Service ollice are 
making the street, lively enough nightly 
at hours when little boys are supposed 
to be in bed. A couple of nights ago 
there was a triangular contest over a bi- 
cycle and a passerby had to intervene.

INSTRUCTION FOR TEACHERS. 

First of the Courses to Be Commenced 
at the High School To-morrow, 

Two of tlui four courses of instruction 
to he given to the teachers of the public 
schools of the city who may feel the 
need of such aids to professional ad- 
vancement, will be commenced, accord- 
ing to previous announcement, to-mor- 
row in the High school class-rooms. 
These are the class iu educ ation, to he 
conducted by tin? city superintendent 
from .HI to 11 a.m.; and the class in 
botany, by Mr. Pineo, of the High school 
staff, from 1 1 to 12. 

The class in pedagogy will discuss, 
under the three general divisions, school- 
room ethics, relative values of school 
studies, and principles of method, a varie- 
ty of topics of direct practical interest 
to the every-day life of the school. 
Among the subjects to be introduced to- 
morrow under the first of the_above divi- 
sions is school discipline. 

The scope of the botany course will 
include the examination of familiar typi- 
cal plants, with a view to a systematic 
study of the morphology of routs, steins, 
leaves, flowers and fruits, as a basis of 
plant classification, The first lesson will 
embrace u general introduction to the 
science of botany, and a special study of 
the roots of selected specimen plants. 

The class in zoology, to tie conducted 
by Principal Paul, will commence on 
Saturday, the 17th Inst., at 10 a.m., 
and that in mineralogy, by Miss Wat- 
son, on the same day at 11 a.m. In 
the former of these two courses, familiar 
types of the animal kingdom will be 
selected for individual study as to form, 
adaptation of structure to habitat, modes 
of life, and the like, with a view not 
only to a knowledge of the individual 
studied, but also to a clear comprehen- 
sion of the general principles of classi- 
fication. 

The course in mineralogy will cover the 
study of Hit.' physical characteristics of 
the common minerals, particularly of 
this province, their occurrence ami their 
economic ntlues; the study of typical 
rocks, e.g., granite, lava limestone, slate, 
etc., with some account of their composi- 
tion, mode of formation, and their classi- 
fication, together with an elementary in- 
troduction to the more formal study of 
the sciences of mineralogy and geology. 

The work in each of these three natu- 
ral history courses will have special 
references to the teaching of "natural 
lessons" in the various classes of the 
graded schools; and, as far as possible, 
will illustrate the methods to he followed 
by teachers of such classes.

Provincial Ex«cutlvo Harden Their 
Hearts and Will Not Let a 
J&epresenfcative Go. 



The provincial government have final 
ly decided in spite of the strong urgiiij 
of the B. 0. Board of Trade and the 
.Vancouver Board of Trade not to send 
any representative of British Columbia 
to the Quebec conference. ''That is the 
latest, the very latest." The matter 
came up before the council of the Board 
Of Trade yesterday when there were pre 
sent Mr. G. A. Kirk in the chair, 
Messrs. Cohen, McQuade, D. R, Kor, 
McCnndless, Pearson, Davidge, Pemher 
ton and the secretary. 

In response to the British Columbia 
Board of Trade the Vancouver board 
wrote the following letter endorsing the 
views of the Victoria body and regret- 
ting that the government declined to 
appoint a representative to Quebec: 
.The Hon. P. Carter Cotton, Minister of 
Finance, Victoria, B.C. 

Sir: — I have the honor to acknowledge 
receipt of your communication of the 
23rd inst. to this hoard, which was laid 
before a special committee.' 1 We regret 
to learn f rotn your letter that then 
a possibility of the government not send- 
ing a' special representative to Quebec, 
as we consider the occasion of the great 
est importance to the interests of British 
Columbia as many of the subjects to b< 
discussed, could bo more strongly urged 
on the members of the conference by i 
duly appointed representative of th 
government, than a memorial addressed 
to the Dominion government. The board 
arc meanwhile collecting data on the 
subjects referred to, but trust that th 
government may sec its way clear to 
send a representative.

cries b(fc to make the iolloving recom- 
mendations; — 

1. — With reference to those waters ad- 
jacent to the boundary line between Brit- 
ish Columbia and the State of Washing- 
ton, and which are traversed by the main 
body of the soekeye salmon. This com- 
prises the Straits of Kuea and those 
parts of the (Jnlf of Georgia and Puget 
Sound lying between the parallels of 
•iS:10 and 40:20 north latitude, together 
with their adjacent bays and tributary 
streams. We consider, however, that ; t 
would be advantageous to extend the 
scope of any joint regulations which may 
ho agreed upon to all parts of this in- 
closed sea, and the information acces- 
sary to accomplish that purpose satisfac- 
torily could readily be obtained. 

2. — Ke the salt waters in the State ef 
Washington, the commissioners, Rich- 
ard Hathbnu, representing the United 
States, and William Wakohani, repre- 
senting Great Britain, in their report dat- 
ed Washington, December, Hist, 1890 
stated that there was no reason for pro- 
hibiting up to that time any kinds of 
apparatus now employed in the salt 
waters comprised in the State of Wash 
ii.gton, viz: trap nets, purse seines, drag 
seines, reef nets and gill nets, in the 
of the soekeye catch being made in the 
Conn of net first mentioned, aud is still 
the chief mode of catching these fish. 
The number of trap nets at that time 
was confined almost entirely to Point 
Roberts: at the present time the num- 
ber of these trap nets, seines, etc., an 
greatly- increased, nnd extend from Sal- 
mon Banks at the extreme southwest 
end of San Juan island on all suitable 
points up through the waters of the 
State of Washington to Point Uoherts, 
aiid to a great measure prevent the 
salmon from reaching the Ivraser river, 
all sizes of salmon being caught and de- 
stroyed and which is greatly to the dot 
riment of the fishing industry, 

8.— The Canadian regulations which re 
strict commercial fishing on the Praser 
river nnd off its mouth to the use of 
drift giil nets tire satisfactory, and we 
recommend that the rivers in Washing- 
ton he subject to the same regulation. 

4. — The mesh in trap nets to measure 
in extension not less than three inches in 
the crib and six: Inches in the leader 
when actually in use. 

Trap net leaders not to exceed 2,000 
feet in length. 

Not more than two traps to be placed 
in one continuous line, and when so ar- 
ranged to he separated by a gap of at 
least 100 feet between the inner crib and 
the beginning of the outer leader. 

Til traps or strings of two traps to 
begin in a depth of not less than one 
fathom at low tide, and the space in- 
tervening between it and the shore to 
remain entirely unobstructed, 

All trap nets stakes to be removed from 
the waiter, in the interest of navigation, 
within thirty days from the close of the 
fishing season. 

5. — Drift gill nets not to exceed 150 
fathoms each in length. 

The drift gill nets employed for talcing 
the (juinnnt salmon to have not less than 
five ami tliree-n.iiurt.or inch mesh exten- 
sion measure, and to he used only from 
July 1st to August 25th. 

All drift nets when in use to be at 
bust 250 yards apart, and to obstruct 
not more than one-third of the width of 
the river. 

The drift gill nets employed for taking 
colioc : i other species of salmon to be 
in force from September loth to October 
25th. 

The drift gill nets for tin- taking of 
dog salmon outside of the waters of the 
Prnset river to be used from 25th Sep- 
tember until 15th December. 

C— It is recommended that in all rivers 
commercial fishing with nets be restrict- 
ed to the tidal part of the river. 

7. — We consider it very important that 
the movement of the salmon toward their 
spawning grounds he. . facilitated by 
weekly close times of thirty-six hours' 
duration, which we suggest from (» a.m. 
on Saturday to (I p.m. on Sunday of 
each week during the continuance of the 
fishing- season. 

8. — We recommend that the Indians be 
allowed to fish tit all times by their 
customary methods, except the use of 
drift nests and spears on the rivers dur- 
ing the close seasons during which peri- 
ods, moreover, they should he permit- 
ted to take salmon only for the purpose 
of supplying themselves with food, and 
not for sale or barter. 

0. — That evidence (if an increase in the 
abundance of the salmon species has 
been obtained, and we feel justified in 
recommending joint action in the mat- 
ter of oilier artificial propagation. While 
we feel confident that the natural sup- 
ply can best he i.iaintained by an early 
compliance with suitable protective mea- 
sures, we find it genernly admitted that 
the efforts made by the Canadian gov- 
ernment to increase the stock of soek- 
eye salmon on the Fraser river by fish- 
cuttural methods has been beneficial, 
and we urge upon the government that 
further efforts being made to increase 
the number of hatcheries on the Praser 
river, Hie expense of which to be borne 
by tho governments of the United States 
and Canada proportionately. In view 
of the growing demand for the ship- 
it, out of (talnnat salmon in a fresh con- 
dition, which may sooner or later come 
to exceed th. supply, wo v- tore to sug- 
gest the possibly greater advantages io 
he gained by tho artificial hatching of 
that species. 

If the contention or the United States 
that the British settlers destroy the seals 
on their way to the sealing grounds to 
the detriment of the industry is sustain- 
ed by them, wo think that our contention 
(hat they destroy the salmon in the 
trails, purse seines and drag seines on 
their way to the Praser river is a det- 
riment to tho preservation of salmon in 
the Praser river, and if their contention 
is sustained we submit that our conten- 
tion be likewise, and that traps, purse 
seines, drag seines and other similar 
methods for catching fish should be 
abolished. 

With reference t<> tho deep sen fisher- 
ies on the coast of British Columbia, 
nothing en n lie done in developing these 
until some reciprocal arrangement is 
come to witli the United Slates in this 
article.

To the Editor: In n recent editorial you 
called attention to the commercial pro- 
gress and activity of Vancouver, How Is 
It that our neighbor forges ahead and that 
wo seem to lag behind? Would Vancouver 
be anything without Its harbor? Would the 
O. I'. It. have done more than clear a right 
of way except for the deep water frontage 
on the sheltered Inlet win-re the rails 
could be laid, and the locomotives rua 
nlong-slde tho ships? The C. P, R. devel- 
oped the natural advantages of the place 
and combined the land transportation tactl 
itles of the railway system with ocean 
carriers, laden ns t boy aro with the sur- 
plus productions of other countries and 
opened up fresh markets f»r tile output 
of our own factories; evented the commerce 
on which it thrives. 

Trade, like lightning, travels nhing the 
lines of least resistance and ever seeks the 
best conductors. Glasgow, Liverpool, Hull, 
Bristol, Southampton and other ports look- 
ed ahead of the times and developed their 
water facilities, deepened their harbors, 
constructed docks ami wharves, and thus 
attracted the shipping, until to-dnv there 
in not a railway In Great Britain that lias 
not secured access to their wharves, that 
does not run Its cars alongside the ships 
flouting In these docks. With commercial 
activity, with the presence i>f ocean ships, 
grows uii ship-building, repairing, outfitting 
and a number of other Industries, thus 
Increasing resident population demanding 
houses, feeding, clothing, amusing: all cir- 
culating money, all contributing something 
towards the general prosperity of a city. 

Willi a t-nod commodious hnrlior fitted 
up with nil the most recent appliances for 
the rapid and economical handling of 
freight. Including trucks along the whole 
water front with electric motors for the 
collection and moving of freight cnnnootlmr 
with external railway systems: docks and 
open basins: dry-docks ami shlpwnys i<<r 
the expeditious repair of vessels: cnnl 
bunkers, etc. We should, with such facili- 
ties nf handling trade, Increase the al- 
ready leading number of our shipping en- 
tiles, and railways from all sides would 
pretty quickly Hue up alongside the ocean 
ships nnd compete for the transportation 
of their cargoes. 

The experience of every maritime city In 
the world Is thai abundant succors lias 
ntterded harbor development. The pro- 
nosed Improvements of our harbor are 
based upon a trade already existing, but 
which the enterprise of neighboring ports 
will entice away by otTcrlng advantages 
that we do nut at present possess. 

Brondlv the proposition Is to purchase all 
land abutting on the harbor, the estimated 
value of which Is about SI.7in.S-tn. This 
property is mostly held by residents In 
th. cltv, therefore the bulk nf that money 
would be circulated in the city Itself. Its 
existing revenue from just so much nf tile 
land :::: Is Improved and productive (Includ- 
ing harbor dues) Is about £105,000 per 
annum. This would be over 0% per cent, 
on a liberal valuation and, ns the money 
was offered to me at par at 8% per cent, 
(ami can now be got on still more favorable 
terms), It must be clear there would he a 
surplus, after paying Interest and taxes, of 
something like $100,000 to be expended nn- 
tiually nn harbor Improvements. But the 
proposition Is of a more active nature than 
this— to carry out the whole scheme In n 
more rapid and comprehensive manner than 
this slow process would provide for. I 
will, therefore, with your permission, ex- 
plain this more fully another day.

At Thirtj- lie Reaches the Maximum 
Point 

The muscles, In common with all th 
organs of the body, have their singes of 
development and decline; our physical 
strength Increases up to a certain age and 
then decreases, says the Strand. Tests 
of the strength of several thousands of 
people have been made by menus of a 
dynamometer (strength measure), nnd tin 
following nre given us the average tlglrcs 
for the white rnce: 

Tho "lifting power" of a youth of 17 
years Is SO pounds: In his twentieth year 
this Increases to .'120 pounds, and In the 
thirtieth nnd thlrtv-ilrst years it reaches 
Its height, 3G8 pounds. At tho end of the 
thirty-first yenr the strength begins to de- 
cline, very slowly at first. 

By (be fortieth year It hns decreased 
eight pounds, and this diminution contin- 
ues nt a slightly Increasing rate until the 
fiftieth yenr Is reached, when the figure Is 
.'i.'IO pounds. 

After this period the strength fails more 
nnd more rapidly until the weakness nf 
old nge Is reached. It Is not possible to 
give statistics of the decline of strength 
after the llftirlh year, ns It vnrlos to n 
huge extent la different Individuals.

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.For Regulating the Supply of Water by the 
City Waterworks, una Fixing the 
Rates to be 1'uJd Therefor. 

WHEREAS by the "Corporation of Vic- 
toria Wuter-works Act, lblli," the munici- 
pal council of the city of Victoria are au- 
thorised tmu empowered to make such by- 
laws us to thcui shall seem requisite uiid 
necessary for (inter alio) prohibiting the 
Belling, disponing, giving away, neglect, or 
■waste of water supplied by the water- 
works, and for regulating the time, man- 
ner, extent and nature of the supply by 
the said works, the tenements or parties 
to which and to whom the same shall be 
furnished, the price or prices to be exacted 
i href or, and each and every other matter 
or thing relating to or connected therewith 
which it may ue necessary or proper to 
direct, regulate or determine for Issuing to 
the Inhabitants of the city a continued and 
abundant supply of pure and wholesome 
water: 

And whereas It Is deemed expedient to 
repeal the existing by-laws relating to the 
matters aforesaid, and to amend and re- 
enact the same. 

Therefore, the municipal council of the 
corporation of the city of Victoria enacts 
as follows: 

1. The "Water-works Regulation By-law, 
lSIM," and the "Water-works Regulation 
By-law, lS'J-i, Amended By-law, 18U0," art 
hereby repealed. 

2. It shall not be lawful for any person 
being the occupant, tenant or Inmate of 
any house, or otherwise supplied with wa 
ter from the water-works of the city of 
Victoria, unless supplied by meter, to vend, 
sell or dispose of such water, or give It 
away to any person or persons whomsoever, 
unless in case of actual necessity, er per- 
mit It to be taken or carried away by any 
person or persons whomsoever, or to use 
or supply It to the use or benellt of others, 
or to any other than to his, her or their 
own use and benefit, or to Increase the 
supply of water agreed for with the wa 
ter commissioner, or to wrongfully neglect 
or Improperly waste such water. 

X That any person or persons guilty of 
any Infraction of any of the provisions of 
the lust preceding section Hhnll, upon con- 
viction before any Justice of the peace he- 
fore whom uuy proceedings may be taken 
for the enforcement thereof, on the oath 
or affirmation of any credible witness, for- 
feit and pay, at the discretion of the said 
justice convicting, a penalty not exceeding 
oue hundred dollars for each offence, to- 
gether with the cost of such prosecution, 
or shall be Imprisoned at the discretion of 
of the said justice convicting, for a term 
not exceeding three calendar months, with 
or without hard lubor, and in default of 
payment of said penalty and costs forth- 
with, it shall and may be lawful for the 
justice convicting us aforesaid to Issue a 
warrant under his baud and seal, to levy 
the said penalty and C06ts, or costs ouly, 
by distress und sale of the offen- 
der's or offenders' goods and chat- 
tels; and In case of no sufficient 
distress to satisfy the said penalty and 
costs, it shall and may be lawful for the 
justice convicting us aforesaid to commit 
the offender or offenders, to prison for any 
period not exceeding three ealeudur months 
unless the said penalty and costs be sooner 
paid. 

4. The owner or occupier of each building 
using the water of the said water-works 
shall, at his own expense, lay down and 
provide, and at all times maintain and keep 
In good condition, all the pipes nnd appara- 
tus upon his premises or for his use, of 
the description and subject to the rules fol- 
lowing, namely: Such pipes shall be autl- 
corrosive -and Inld to a depth of not less 
than sixteen Inches below the surface of 
the ground and be provided with a suffi- 
cient number of stop and waste cocks, 
with handles placed above the surface of 
the ground, by which the water can be 
shut off and all pipes exposed to frost 
drained dry when required, and no con- 
sumer shall run, or allow to run, water to 
waste either to prevent pipes from burst- 
lug by frost or otherwise. 

0. The drawing (bib) stop and ball cocks 
shall be strong and of hard brass, and of 
the kind known ns the compression cocks, 
or such other kind ns may be sanctioned 
by the water commissioner or city engineer, 
and In courts or yards of houses and other 
exposed places shall be protected by a cas- 
ing made to open with a key and kept 
locked. 

6. Every cistern supplied from the said 
water-works must be absolutely water- 
tight, and provided with a ball cock and 
proper means of access and inspection, and 
must not have an overflow or waste pipe 
unless the same is constructed to the sat- 
isfaction of the water couimlssiouf r or city 
engineer. 

7. Every water closet supplied from the 
snid water-works must be provided with 
full and complete apparatus, with proper 
valves so arranged lo let down not more 
than one boot or division full of water at 
tnch pull nnd to prevent the water from 
running to waste by Inattention or neglect, 
and a proper basin, scatterer, weighted 
level, pan, trap, and other appliance need- 
ful to prevent such water closet from be- 
coming a nuisance and Inducing an undue 
consumption of water, and the valves must 
be worked by brass or copper wire. Every 
self acting or pull down water closet must 
be of n description upproved by the water 
commissioner or city engineer. The double 
valve service boxes must be provided with 
a ball tap of the approved Klud, half an 
Inch In diameter. No water pipe shall com- 
municate with a closet otherwise than with 
the cistern or service box nnd so as to 
prevent the return of foul air or impure 
matter into the pipes of the Raid water- 
works, and no water pipe shall communi- 
cate directly with any urinal or slop hop- 
per. 

8. No water pipe shall be laid through, 
In or Into any slough, drain, ashpit, man- 
ure hole, or other place from which In the 
event of decay or Injury to such pipe, the 
wnter of the said water-works might be- 
come foul or escape without observation or 
without Injury to the consumer. Where 
any such slough, drain, ashpit, manure 
hole, or other place shall be in the un- 
avoidable course of the wnter pipe, such 
pipe shall be passed through nu exterior 
or cast-iron pipe or box of sufficient 
length and strength to afford due protec- 
tion to the water pipe and to bring any 
leakage or waste within the means of easy 
detection. 

0. No pipe or apparatus shall be connect- 
ed with the said water-works until It has 
been Inspected by the proper officer of the 
said water-works and certified by hi in to 
be In accordance with the water-works 
regulations. 

1U. Every water meter must (unless 
otherwise specially agreed) be provided 
with u separate inlet pipe leading from the 
main or other pipe of the said water-works, 
upon which Inlet pipe no slop-cock or other 
outlet leading to or connected with the 
premises for the supply of which such 
meter is fixed shall be attached. 

11. No plumber or other workman shall 
be allowed to do or perform any work con- 
nected with the supply of water from the 
Bald water-works until he shall have been 
admitted, enrolled, and published by the 
wuter commissioner as an authorized water- 
works plumber, and shall have entered Into 
a written engagement to conform to and 
comply with the by-laws, rules and regula- 
tions of the said corporation In relation 
to the construction and management of the 
works and fittings to which such by-laws, 
rules nnd regulations shall, from time to 
time, apply; and any master plumber whose 
nnino luis not been erased, as hereinafter 
provided, shall, on expressing his willing- 
ness to comply with such by-laws, rules 
and regulations be admitted Immediately 
on signing an undertaking to that effect; 
and If at any time afterwards any such 
plumber shall willfully break or evade any 
such bv-lnws, rules and regulations, either 
by himself or any of his workmen, or shall 
refuse to communicate any Information re- 
quired of him in regard to any work done 
by him or any of his workmen, or under 
his superlndence, or on his responsibility, 
the wnter commissioner shall cause his 
name to be erased from the list of author- 
ized plumbers, and such name shall be 
forthwith advertised as having been struck 
off. 

12. In every ease In which a building, or 
block of buildings, occupied under two or 
more separate tenancies, each of such ten- 
ancies shall, for the purpose of this by- 
law, be considered as a separate building, 
and shall not be supplied with the water 
of tin? said water-works except by means 
of a separate pipe laid from the outer edge 
of tbe sidewalk, with a proper stop-cock: 
but nn office or room, or flat of offlles or 
rooms, not being on the uMln floor of the 
building, shall not be considered as a sep- 
arate tenancy. 

13. Any person or persons vacating any 
premises that have been supplied with wa- 
iter from the city main, or who may wish 

to discontinue the use thereof for a period 
of not less than one month, must give one 
week's notice of the same to the commis- 



sioner, in writing, otherwise such person or 
persons will be liable for the pent; thereof. 

14. Water shall be Introduced Into lands, 
premises, houses, offices, buildings, or parts 
of buildings, only upon the signature of 
the owner or owners, or their duly author- 
ised agents, who shall Blgn the proper ap- 
plication provided for that purpose, for 
which the following charges will be made, 
payable In advance:

10. Before connection Is made with the 
street main the applicant must show, to 
the satisfaction of the commissioner or per- 
son In charge of the work, tluit the pipe 
and the plumbing connected therewith 
within his premises are laid In accordance 
with the requirements of the said commis- 
sioner or foreman, nnd unless the require- 
ments are coaipited with, connections skull 
not be made with the main. 

17. When more than one house or premi- 
ses Is supplied through one service between 
the nialu and the Btrcet lino, the service 
must he so arranged that the supply of 
water to each separate house or premises 
can be controlled by a separate stop-cock 
placed within or near the street line. 

18. Premises owned by different persons 
must have a separate service from the main 
for each consumer. Consumers Bhall pre- 
vent all unnecessary waste of wuter, and 
shall make no concealment of the purpose 
for which the water Is used. 

10. The commissioner, nnd all officers au- 
thorised by hliu shall have free access, nt 
proper hours of the day and upon reason- 
able notice being given or request made, 
to all laud nnd all parts of every building 
In which water Is delivered und consumed. 

20. There shall bo payable by every con- 
sumer or consumers of the water of the 
said water-works for the purpose or pur- 
poses hereinafter mentioned, the rents or 
rates respectively mentioned In the follow- 
ing schedule:

mated quantities, nnd If more materials 
ure used, or Intended to be used, than 
those stated In the original estimate, the 
applicant or applicants shall puy the extru 
additional charges forthwith. 

25. When statements are made of the 
quantity of wuter used, or to be used, 
the wuter commissioner may require the 
same to be verified by a statutory de- 
claration. 

20. The water commissioner may apply 
meters to nil service pl,,es and remove the 
same whenever in his opinion It is neces- 
sary. 

27. The municipal council may by resolu- 
tion grunt reduced rates to charitable in- 
stitutions. 

28. The Mnyor Bhnll have power to In- 
struct In writing the water commissioner 
to reduce or remit rates lu eases of poverty, 
sickness or similar causes. 

20. The wuter commissioner shall have 
the right to suspend or stop, by notice In 
some dully newspaper or by notice In writ- 
ing to the consumer or consumers affected, 
the supply of water, for use la fouutulns 
or In jets, garden hose, or sprinklers, or 
lo further limit the hours for using the 
same whenever lu the opinion of the said 
comlssloiier the public Interests muy re- 
quire it. 

30. Landlords or owners shnll be respon- 
sible for all water rents and rates. 

31. Besides the other remedies provided 
by the statute or statutes In the behalf for 
the collection of water rates within the 
municipality of the city of Victoria, It 
shall be lawful for the water commissioner 
of the said corporation of the city of Vic- 
toria in case of non-payment of the said 
water rents or rates for 15 davs after the 
same have become due and pavable, or 
In case any consumer of water of the snid 
water-works shall refuse, neglect, or fall 
t» comply with nny of the regulations of 
this by-law, to shut off, or cause to be 
shut oir. the supply of water from any 
house, store, office, bfflldlng or part of a 
building, In respect of which the said rate 
or rent shall be due and unpaid for a period 
aforesaid. And the snid water commis- 
sioner shall not again permit water to be 
let on. either for the present or any subse- 
quent occupant, except on payment of the 
whole amount due, together with the sum 
of one dollar In addition, for the expense 
of turning the water off ami on. 

32. All matters and questions not pro- 
vided for by this by-law shall be deter- 
mined by the water commissioner, who 
shnll have full power to arrange and decide 
the same, subject to the approvul of the 
municipal council. 

33. All speclnl arrangements as to rates 
made by nny previous council, or bv the 
water commissioner are hereby cancelled 
as from the 1st day of October, 180S. The 
rates and regulations hereby authorized 
shall come Into force and take effect ns 
from tke 1st day of October, 1808. 

34. This by-law may be elted as "The 
Water-works Regulation By-law, 1808."

THE DISPUTE IN CHINA. 

Railroad Concessions and Their Financing 
—Tin? Road Now Building Between 
Tientsin and Hun-Kow. 

The friction between lfitiglund and Rus- 
slu ariS'ng from thu attitude assumed by 
the CblheBe government lu tegurd to rail- 
road concessions lu the Celestial Empire, 
lias become the all-absorbing topic of tho 
hour among foreign diplomats. In view of 
the largo American interests In the Par 
Knst tlie trend of affulrH in also being 
closely followed in this country. At the 
close 'of the war between China ami Japan, 
England and Russia, both watchful for an 
opportunity to increase their power in the 
Chinese realm, stepped In ami gained con- 
trol through "leases" over the territory 
Which had been occupied by the Japanese 
troops. Itussla tool: Port Arthur and the 
Kin-rounding country on the north ot tho 
Half of I'e-Chi-LI, while England acquired 
control of Wei-Ilal-Wci, on the south of 
the gulf. 

Al the present time there Is only one 
railroad In China, which was built by LI 
Hung Chang, and Is under the control of 
the government. The trouble now threat- 
ening between England and Itussla has 
arisen through the repudiation by China of 
a contract wl the Honp Kong and Shanghai 
Hank to build a road from Tientsin vili 
Shan-Hitl-kwon to New-Cnwang, The ban! 
Is owned largely by English capitalists 
although a fen- Americans hold stock hi 
It. The proposed new road was an Im- 
portant part of the railroad system under 
development la China. At its northern 
terminal It was to have connected with the 
Mnachuiian road, which formed the con- 
necting link with the great trans-Siberian 
route. On the south it would have tapped, 
through '1'lentslu and tin- road reaching to 
the Yatlg-Tso river, the rich valley which 
is China's chief source of agricultural 
wealth. The proposed road, which the 
Hong Kong and .Shanghai bank held the 
contract to build, rau through the Russian 
sphere of influence. Consequently, itussla 
brought great Influence to bear upon the 
Chinese government to prevent tho carry- 
ing out of the terms of the contract. Rus- 
sia's charge d'affaires at Peking, M. Pnv- 
loff. appeared before the Yamen nnd pro- 
tested and threatened. 1,1 Hung" Chang 
was made to feel the gzar's determined 
opposition to English aggression, with 
til'- final result, already announced, that 
China, repudiated the contract with the 
Hong Kong and Shanghai Itank. 

The road between Tientsin nnd Ilan-Kow 
Is being financed ostensibly by French and 
Belgian capital, bat, ns n mutter of fact. 
Itussla Is supplying the money. This road 
runs through the English sphere of In- 
fluence. In view of this fact disinterested 
persons are trying to figure out tho ius- 
tlce of Russia's opposition to nn English 
road In Its sphere of Influence when Rus- 
sia Is Infringing In a similar manner upon 
Englsh property. Another peculiar feature 
of the controversy Is found In Russia's de- 
mands regarding the financing of the two 
roads. No matter what nation supplies the 
money Russia Insists that In the case of 
the road running into her sphere of in- 
fluence. It should In no manner lie mort- 
gaged with the possibility of its falling Into 
the hands of an alien power. At the same 
time Russia insists that all liens on the 
road running to the Yang-Tse river through 
British territory shall bo under the- Cznr's 
control. 

In 1St)f! nn agreement was made between 
the Chinese government and the Ttusso- 
CliIncRQ bnnk. a branch of the Russian 
ministry of finance, by which was created 
the Chinese eastern railway company. In 
renlltv this was merely an offshoot of the 
Siberian road to' connect the latter from 
Its object was to connect the latter from 
a point near Nertoblnok, In the transbnl- 
kal district, with the termlinl Vladivostok 
by a lino carried across Mnnehnrln. In 
connection with her recent negotiations for 
the lense of Port Arthur ami Tallon-Wmi. 
Russia openlv claimed the rleht to cam- 
ber railway down Into the Lnn-Tong penin- 
sula. The agreement signed In March, per- 
mits Russia to extend a branch lino to 
Tallen-Wan. or. If necessary, to the most 
suitable point on the coast between New- 
Cliwnne and the Ynlu river. The north 
of China extension, ns provided for in the 
contract with the Hong Komr ami Shang- 
hai bank, would have spoiled such n 
scheme by connecting New-Chwang with 
Tientsin nnd Peking. Russia's plan would 
have left that Important treaty port out 
In the cold, and the bulk of tho Manchur- 
ia n trade would have been driven down to 
Tnllen-Wan and Port Arthur. Instead of 
pnsslng ns hitherto, through New-Chwang. 
Thin was another consideration which 
weighed heavily with Russia with her de- 
termination to control nil rollwnv com- 
munication from the north to Peking. The 
nronosed road from Tlen-Tsln to New- 
Chwang ns surveyed covered n distance of 
nhnnt three hundred nnd fifty miles. The 
I'rnnco-Relglnn (Russian') rallrond from 
Tlen-Tsln to ITnn-Kow will be about six 
hundred miles long. 

Qermnny has also obtained Important 
concessions In connection with the acquisi- 
tion of Klno-Chnu, while France his rights 
of a similar nature In Southern China. 



THE SEAWANHAKA CUP. 

Lending New York Newspaper Rebukes the 
Childishness of American Chal- 
lenges. 

New York Sun. 

A snnrl has arisen out of the race lu 
Canada for the Senwnnhaka Cup that 
should he promptly do.io away with, and 
the burden of action lies on thu American 
side, irresolution and Inability to speak 
at the proper time have led our represen- 
tatives Into a false position towards the 
Canadians, wholly unju-t to the latter; nnd 
an instant and manly apology should be 
sent to Canada, or the latter will have 
righteous cause for resentment, to our cost. 

The Senwnnhaka Corinthian Yacht Club 
sent Its representative, C. H. Crane, with 
a boat, to compete on Lake Saint Louis 
for a cup originally offered by the Seuwau- 
haka Club. It was known that the present 
holders would name a boat built on the 
principle of a catamaran, with a double 
hull. The Senwnnhaka men determined, to 
our mind witli unquestionable propriety, 
that they would not race with such a boat, 
and we believe they instructed Mr. Crane 
not to submit n protest against her If 
she was named, for that would have put 
him under the jurisdiction of the uaim- 
dbin committee, but to refuse flatly to en- 
ter the race. 

In our opinion there was an unwritten 
understanding as to the competition for tho 
Scawanhaka Cup which made the Dominion 
lnadmlssable, and which made her use by 
tho Canadians not an act of true sport. 
Hut that was a matter of opinion, and the 
circumstance was put out of the case by 
tlie subsequent conduct of the Americans 
themselves; that being so, their telegram 
to their representatives at Montreal, after 
the race was over, requesting them not to 
accept the hospitalities of the Saint Law- 
rence Yacht Club, was an atl'ront alto- 
gether undue and to be- thoroughly atoned 
fur In the conventional manner. 

Mr. Crane disregarded the Instructions to 
refuse to race with the Dominion, nnd 
rnced. If the American authorities had 
been linn m their original attitude, they 
would have asserted themselves at the very 
first news that the boats had started, by 
instantly telegraphing to Montreal that 
Crane started contrary to their Instruc- 
tions, and that his proceeding was repu- 
diated. Instead of that they did nothing, 
thereby accepting, la the eye of the world. 
Crane's performance as their own: and 
this same failure, that was as good as a 
notification to the Canadians that their ob- 
jections to the Dominion were waived, 
made their lame nnd belated order to the 
Challenge!- party not to accept Canadian 
hospitality the grossest of discourtesies, de- 
manding a gentleman's reparation.

LITTLE MOVEMENT. 

A Business Firm's Views on Last 
Month's Shipping— Local Kates 
Drop, Too. 

" Business in grain ctmrteriffg, both 
from San Francisco nud tlie northern 
ports, is very slow, ami ou tho present 
lmsis of freights there is little to be 
done," says 11. 1*. Itithet & Co.'s month- 
ly shipping report for August. "It is a 
question, however, if even a substantial 
reduction in raten woulil mend matters, 
as foreign consuming markets are more 
or less demoralized. /There is some de- 
mand for nitrate tonnage on the west 
const of South America, and more than 
one vessel lias been fixed to proceed there 
from San Francisco in ballast. In the 
lumber market, rates continue nominal 
to some extent, hut there litis been a 
decided marking down of Quotations in 
several directions. Tonnage ia now of- 
fering more freely, hut this ia accom- 
panied by a falling off in the demand for 
lumber, which tends to, steady rates. 
The salmon season has proved a groat 
disappointment, nnd in British Columbia 
the pack up till now is only about 40 
per cent, of last year's. Several of the 
fleet chartered will, therefore, not be 
required; indeed, two vessels have al- 
ready been withdrawn," 

MEET THE CUT. 
Managers of local steamships running; 
North, have decided to conform with 
the schedule of cut rales announced by 
the I'uget Sound steamship operators on 
Wednesday. Not to do ho would dis- 
courage trade from coming this way, and 
so the C. P. N. company atul tho owners 
of the Amur have decided to reduce their 
rates nt once. From a local point of 
view, tho Alki, which sails North early 
this morning, will profit little from tho 
cut, having little if any freight from Vic- 
toria. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Tho C. P. R. ticket olliee ticketed the 
arrival of tlie White Star liner Majestic 
at New York at 4 p. m. on "Wednesday. 

Tho steamer CapUano came down from 
Vancouver yesterday to go on Turpel's 
ways for a general overhauling. 

Steamer City of Seattlo sailed yester- 
day morning for Skagway and Wrnngel, 
after a brief call at Victoria. 

Initiating her new schedule, which 
calls for four trips a month, tho steamer 
Willnpa sailed last evening for the West 
Coast with a good freight and a fair 
number of passengers. Ou this trip, as 
also on the following, she will make 
Ahousctt her destination, extending her 
trips to Cape Scott only on the 20th of 
each mouth.

Eldorado and Bonanza Described 
by a Recent Visitor-Bench 
aud Hill Claims. 



Yukon a Good Field for Operation 
of Capitalists in Hytlraulicing 
—Boor Man's Chancts. 



Dawson, Aug. G.— Probably never be- 
fore has any mining ground been more 
aptly named than the two great tribu- 
taries of the Klondike rivor— Bonauzu 
and Eldorado creeks. The names have 
been used before, but never have they 
been associated with ground that cur- 
ries more gold to the cubic yard than do 
these two wonderful gulches. Men who 
have mined in every quarter of th 
globe; who have been on every gold field 
that hits been opened up within the lust 
20 years, have come here this year to see 
the two creeks whose fame for richness 
became world-wide within a few mouths 
of their first discovery; and none of 
these men have been disappointed. Ail 
are unanimous in the opinion that, what- 
ever the destiny of the 1'ukon as a whole 
may be, the wealth of these two creeks 
is already demonstrated beyond dispute, 
and the annals of gold mining have been 
■enriched with a mutter-of-fact, modern 
story that reads like a chapter of the 
Arabian A'ights. 

In company with a miuhjg engineer, 
Mr. 1). G. W'oolfurd, late state mining 
engineer in Transvaal, who t'o.r the last 
25 years has worked in almost every 
gold held, from Western Australia to 
the Guianas, aud from the Baud to Brit- 
ish Columbia, J. recently spent a wecjj.i.u 
a leisurely examination of both Bonaajyt 
and Eldorado. Both of us were strang- 
ers in a strange laud; neither of us in- 
terested, one way or the other, in the 
fate of this camp, and, therefore, what- 
ever 1 may have to say is the result of 
the dispassionate judgment, on the one 
hand, of an expert of many years' ex- 
perience, and on the other of a man of 
some practice in making' the most of his 
faculty of observation, 

l~ &mw».er the mines enn only be 
reached afoot; any kind of vehicle is 
impoHHiblOi There is n rough pathway, 



from Bonanza. It is a little narrower, 
witli lower hills, and it not quite as 
heavily timbered. Both creeks could be 
worked to much better advantage if 
there were a better flow of water. At 
the time of my visit the supply was very 
short on Eldorado, and some dumps will 
have to remain unwashed this season 
unless there are some heavy rains very 
scon. On both creeks the depth to bed 
roek varies from fifteen to thirty feet. 
Upon this there is about from three to 
five feet of gold-bearing' gravel, mostly 
worth sluicing even under the prevailing 
conditions, and a very rich layer imme- 
diately on top of bed rock. The pay 
streak varies in width from five to as 
much as three hundred feet, or clear 
across the valley. On some claims there 
arc as many as three or four separate 
so-called pay streaks, though probably 
under more favorable conditions the 
whole of the gravel would be worth 
sluicing. Bed rock is often much broken 
up, and it pays to dig into it for some 
feet, or until the true, solid rock is reach- 
ed. The gold on Eldorado differs slight 
ly from that on Bonanza, being mon 
nnggetty, but assaying somewhat lower 
in value. 

Many of the claims on Eldorado, and 
some on Bonanza, are now being develui 
|'d by what is known as '•open work. 
This is a great improvement on the ol 
badger-like system of burrowing. It. is 
done entirely in summer, and Mr. Wow] 
ford was of the opinion that, it is the 
proper system of .working the ground 
here and that it could be successfully 
carried on fur fully five months in the 
year. The black "muck" is stripped 
away by means of water, which is con 
ducted through it in ditches. When 
the pay gravel is reached sluices arc 
constructed, a pump is put in, and the 
rest is done with the pick and shovel. 

Olio of tin- most remarkable features b 
connection with mining here, this summer 
has been die unexpected richness betravei 
by work on the hill and bench claims Tin 
most notable Instance bus occurred on i 
''V 1 , I' 1 ' afluence of French Gulcli with 
Lldoiiido, just opposite to claim No. 17 
on the latter creek. Here, right on the 
brow of the hill, fully three hundred feet 
above the level of the creel;, a new comer 
Ibis spring, struck rich pay gravel within 
a few feet of the surface. The strlk 
course, soon became widely known, ami 
the whole hJU-slde was quickly staked, ami 
now there Is as much work going 
ibis hill as on any spot of equal area In 
the whole Klondike district. As the size 
of bench claim Is only l>r>0 feet scpiar 
there Is room for quite a large number of 
miners, and on the top of 'French hill ther 
Is now a camp of considerable size. Thes 
claims arc worked to best advantage I 
summer, entirely with the pick and shovel, 
and the gold Is extracted by means of th 
primitive machine known as the "rocker' 
or "cradle." The greatest obstablc to mill- 
ing at this elevation Is «-unt of water, and 
as a handful Is sufficient to keep a cradle 
going nil day, It is the best means of work- 
ing available at present. Knch claim is 
worked la tlllf way by two men, and as 
Ihe rest of them have rocked out over a 
thousand dollars In a day, and a hundred 
dollars a day Is n not uncommon average, 
Ir will he seen how exceedingly rich the 
ground must he. 

The discoveries on French hill set every- 
one agog for bench claims. Similarly rich 
discoveries have been made at Skookum 
creek and elsewhere, and now along the 
whole length of both Bonanza and Eldorado 
the "rock-rock, rock -rock" of the cradle Is 
heard all day long, and must of th" night. 
'The ground on (hose hill sides Is certainly 
"spotty," but. It Is easily prospected, 
and there appears now to be little doubt 
that the hills will eventually prove In many 
places as valuable as the valley. Countless 
orles an- advanced to account for the 
deposit of alluvial drift at such an eleva- 
(iofl, but tin? best of them lire no more 
i<-Jlable as a guide to the prospector than 
tb«' forcible hypothesis advanced by a 
miner, -whose education had been conducted 
on mi exclusively practical basin, to wit, 
that thcic deposits had been "puked up by 
a volcanic corruption," 

It Is now wltb/n a few days of exactly 
two years sinew the lirst discovery was 
made on Bonanaa. The story of the llrst 
rush to this creek lias been told ninnv 
times; but one has to be on the ground 
|;sc|f fo thoroughly appreciate how won

would pay big profits to companies operat- 
ing with machinery. Take, for Instance 
a stream like the Indian river, one of the 
principal tributaries or tile Yukon. Under 
present conditions the- bunks of this Im- 
portant stream, though for many miles 
they carry gold-bearing gravel, must re- 
main completely useless, because the gold 
Is no! in sufficient quiratltics to make it 
possible for the Individual digger to oper- 
ate profitably. 1 have rne evidence of a 
prospector and miner of ninny years' ex- 
perience in the Transvaal and elsewhere, 
who has tested the ground on the hanks 
and bars of this river that for nianv miles 
there is gravel carrying, for a depth of 
several feet, from one to live cents' worth 
or gold to the pun. Tills Is. of course, ab- 
solutely useless to the digger, bill what 
belter ground could he desired by n com- 
pany operating with hydraulic machinery! 
There arc many rnlles of similar ground 
on many other streams, nnd every mining 
man of experience agrees In tin- opinion 
Hint the destiny of this camp Is to become 
one of the greatest. Holds for hydraulic 
work that the world has ever seen'. 

Above all things, It would be well for 
those adventurous men who are easily cur- 
ried away by gold excitements to reovcm- 
tbnt, certainly as far, at least, as the

An even more re- 
i markable instance of what Is popularly 
I known us "miner's luck" Is the story of a 
i Mr. Mrdlory and his partners at n little 
later date when Kldorado claims had al- 
ready given some practical evidence of 
their real value. The party between them 
bad about live thousand dollars In cash, 
nnd they bought an option on a certain 
claim for this amount of cash and 550.000 
nt fifteen days. In order to raise the ?."().- 
(i')0 they went to work nt once upon the 
claim, working day and night to try and 
take as much as possible out of the ground 
before the option expired. In the mean- 
time they got a Dawson inn n to guarantee 
to make up nnv deficit In return for ■■ 
eighth Interest In the claim. Before the 
fifteen days had elapsed they had actually 
taken oat of the ground the whole amount 
required, and then practically every part- 
ner in the transaction got bis Interest In 
one or the most valuable mining claims In 
the whole district for nothing. 

Such opportunities, Indeed, as existed a 
couple ot years ago, have never probably 
occurred In any other mining tamp in the 
world. Any man with a little knowledge 
of mining and a few thousand dollars 
could then have made his fortune many 
times over. But tilings are very different 
now. Al! tin; rich creeks have been staked, 
and re-staked, and staked again. The coun- 
try is swarming with prospectors. Illliuy or 
whom have had n world-wide and life-long 
experience at the business. If new ground 
be discovered it will be quickly gobbled up 
by men wdm can adequately estimate the 
value of it. The days arc past when men 
Who could not even wash out a dishful of 
dirt owned tuo richest diggings In the 
world, In a word, this Is no longer a 
"poor man's camp." For a certain num- 
ber of poor men there will always he work 
at remarkably good wanes, but as at pre- 
sent there are fully ten men for every 
job available, conditions must change con- 
siderably before a poor man can be certain 
of even a livelihood. There may be new 
discoveries, but presumably nobody wants 
to put himself In the position of a starv- 
ing horse waiting for the grass to grow. 
But while the days of the poor man's op- 
portunities have passed, the time of com- 
paratively equal opportunities for the cap- 
italist, large and small, Is now at hand. 
There are hero rnlles and mites of ground 
that cannot possibly be worked nt a profit 
by Individual claimowners, but which, 
taken up In blocks by capitalists; and op- 
erated by means of hydraulic machinery 
would be exceedingly profitable. No Indi- 
vidual digger here, even on the creeks 
where (lowing water Is available, attempts 
to work ground that goes less than from 
twenty-live to thirty cents to the pan, 
and on the hills and benches very much 
richer ground Is necessary to enable t In- 
ordinary digger to operate profitably.

respect has no nearer parallel than the 
road in Pilgrims' Progress. In all parts 
it is a straight and narrow way, and 
sloughs of despond are of painfully fre- 
quent occurrence. The fuu begins in 
earnest at a short distance from the con- 
fluence of Bonanza creek with the Klon- 
dike river, about three allies from Daw- 
sou. The golden paviug of Bonanza is, 
unfortunately, overlaid with a frozen j 
black substance, locally designated 1 
" muck," and, to my mind, very aptly [ 
so. On top of this black " muck " is a i 
layer ot heavy moss, some two feet thick, j 
and us during the whole summer the 
"muck" is constantly and slowly thaw- 
ing out, the moss is always wet, and the 
surface of the ground is truly muck, In 
every sense of the word. On the low | 
spots — nnd I never saw so many low- 
spots in any place "where everything else 
is so exorbitantly high — the water lies in 
pools across this straight and narrow 
way that leads to fortune. Before the 
exciting experiences of floundering 
through muck-holes, and tottering over 
brawling chasms on slippery poles, have 
had time to pall upon one's feelings, tin; 
monotony is varied by such interesting 
little diversions as climbing along the 
face of a rocky cliff, on a foothold Unit 
one would consider rather meagre for a 
mountain goat; of lighting mosquitoes 
that never come to the assault in any- 
thing less than columns of brigade; of 
climbing hills that are so steep that dur- 
ing the whole ascent one is going through 
a rapid mental calculation as to how 
short a time it would take to reach the 
bottom if one made a false step, and 
started downward involuntarily; and 
other trifles of a similar nature. 

The trail is by no menus lonely. All 
the way along are bunk-houses, restaur- 
ants nnd lunch-tents, where, for the 
modest sum of a dollar, the footsore pil- 
grim can get the luxury of a bare plank 
-and a pair of dirty blankets to sleep up- 
on, or a teneupful of coffee nnd a greasy 
doughnut for 50 cents, and a more pre- 
tentious meal, where even such a deli- 
cacy as fresh myose-iimtt may figure 
Conspicuously on the bill-of-fare, for two 
dollarg and n half. Many fellow-pil- 
«r'.Tn's pass you on the trail? Battlers nnd 
prospectors, roughly clad, tanned, sturdy 
pedestrians, In ninety-nine cases out of 
a hundred burdened with a "pack" of 
*ome kind, to which are almost invari- 
ably strapped n long-handled shovel, a 
pick, and a gold pan. A few women in 
Bhort frocks and long boots will also be 
encountered; for later experience will 
show that the comfortable cabins m 
Ihe diggings are ill ninny cases in charge 
of n " housekeeper." 

Discovery claim is about ten miles up 
Bonanza, a little way below the mouth pf 
Eldorado, or the "Forks." at it is really 
named. Both above and below Discovery 
for forty or more claims each way the 
ground is very rich, and is being extens- 
ively worked, having already produced 
several million dollars. The gold is very 
coarse, and small nuggets are common, 
though really large ones appear to be 
comparatively rare. On some of the

CANADIANS AT BISLEY. 

This Year's Commandant Tells of Some 
Of the Vear's Successes. 

Lieut-Col. .7. P. Cooke, commandant 
of the Canadian Bisley team, is back to 
town, after a little more than two 
months' sojourn at the military centres 
of the United Kingdom. Being inter- 
viewed yesterday, the Colonel said the 
time spent by the Canadian team on the 
other side had been both pleasant and 
profitable, and every one in command, 
from Sir Henry Fletcher, president of 
the National Rifle Association of Eng- 
land, down to the lowest otflcinl, had 
gone out of their way to be agreeable 
to the Canadians. Col. Lome Camp- 
bell, commandant of Bisley common, was 
likewise most kind and attentive. 

Proceeding, Lieut.-Col. Cooke said: " I 
wish at tile outset to correct a most er- 
roneous impression that the Canadians 
fared worse on Bisley common than they 
had done for several years past.'' 
"Well, what are the facts V" 
" The facts are these: Tliey shot bet- 
ter than for any previous year. As a 
mutter of fact, they won £V~,l in the open 
matches in excess of last year's results., 
and this is the only year in which Ave 
have had five men in the hist stage of 
the Queen's, and when you come to con- 
sider that 1,800 men entered the first 
standing competition, and at the last 
stage they were reduced to 100, and in 
pite of the fact thai our proportion was 
only one, we had Jive, I think the result 
was most gratifying to the Canadian 
team. 

" We had first and second place in the 
idl-eoiners' Aggregate, a tie for the sec- 
ond place in the Grand Aggregate, the 
first man only being three points ahead. 
We won the Colonial Aggregate, tied the 
first place In we rrluee Pf Wale?, and 
won the Long Distance Aggregate, while 
Lieutenant Gilchrist made 40 out of 5U 
In 100 yards, which is the biggest score 
ever made in England or anywhere else, 
and Lieut. Boss made 15-4 nt 200 yards, 
standing, and won the Gregory prize." 

"Is that not a remarkable score?" 
the Colonel was asked. 

" Yes; it has only been excelled once 
before on Bisley common, which has 
been established since 1S90." 

Col. Cooke said that in u great many 
other matches they had tied for first 
place, particularly the Daily Telegraph, 
the Centaur and a number of others. 

" I may also state, added the com- 
mandant, that Sergt. Brondhtirst, of the 
Royal Scots, was considered by all as 
having made the best shooting at Bisley 
this year." 

" This being your first visit, what were 
vour impressions 1 " 

" 1 think Bisley camp one of the great- 
est sights in the world, especially in the 
first stage of 'The Queen's,' when 1,800 
competitors with different uniforms are 
gathered together. It is O scene that 
can never be effaced from one's memory, 
and reminds us of the vastness of the 
British Empire." 
" Did you meet any of the Boynl fara- 

"" Yes; the Prince of Wales was kind 
enough to send for me nt the Govern- 
ment House, Aldershot, and His Boynl 
Highness conversed in the most pleasant 
manner for n quarter of an hour.
